Mary  Davis,  better  known  as  ''Molly,"  was  born  in 
Hampstead,  on  September  9, 1880.  After  graduating  from  our 
local  high  school  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  she  gained  employ- 
ment for  a  short  time,  in  a  shoe  factory. 

About  this  time,  Hampstead  was  approaching  a  new 
era  of  progress,  with  the  introduction  of  the  telephone.  Like 
every  new  venture,  the  first  stages  of  the  project  were  of  an 
exploratory  nature,  with  less  than  ten  telephones  in  use. 
Interest  soon  became  stimulated  and  as  demand  for  service 
increased,  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  switchboard 
became  necessary. 

On  November  28,  1907,  Molly  became  Hampstead' s  first 
agent  and  chief  operator,  with  headquarters  at  the  home  of 
her  parents.  For  over  forty-five  years,  Molly  has  served 
continuously  in  this  capacity  from  the  same  location;  a  re- 
cord seldom  surpassed.  A  few  years  ago  she  was  honored  in 
"Telephone  Topics,"  a  monthly  publication  by  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  in  recognition 
of  her  long  years  of  faithful  service. 

Her  value  to  this  community  has  been  priceless.  When 
in  need  of  a  doctor,  a  police  officer,  the  fire  department,  or 
any  emergency,  all  that  is  required  is  a  turn  of  the  crank 
and  a  word  to  Molly;  the  mission  is  accomplished  with  speed 
and  accuracy.  Regardless  of  the  time,  the  day,  or  the  ele- 
ments, she  is  always  available  to  render  service  or  cater  to 
our  whims,  with  patience  and  respect.  In  the  event  of  an  at- 
tack by  unfriendly  powers,  she  will  play  a  key  position  in 
rallying  our  defenses.  Seldom  do  we  realize  hoiv  indispensa- 
ble her  duties  are  to  our  present  way  of  living. 

A  job  well  done,  so  often  goes  unnoticed,  and  only  after 
taking  inventory  do  we  realize  the  value  of  our  stock.  Ac- 
tually, that  obscure  little  building  off  Main  Street,  serving 
as  communication  center,  is  our  "Rock  of  Gibraltar,"  upon 
whose  peak  stands  Molly,  our  faithful  sentinal,  and  while 
our  town  may  be  buzzing  with  activity,  or  lying  in  silent 
slumber,  she,  with  her  magic  wand  pointing  north,  east, 
south,  or  west,  directs  and  protects  us. 

To  us,  the  name  Mary  Davis,  represents  a  symbol  of 
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progress,  dependahility ,  and  trust.  We  pause  from  our  daily 
toils  to  pay  tribute  to  one  so  deserving,  and  join,  one  and 
all,  in  wishiyig  her  continued  success  and  happiness.

We  were  all  sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Barthelmess  as 
Librarian  and  I  know  you  miss  seeing  her  in  the  Library. 

As  many  of  you  know,  the  Trustees  recently  had  the 
interior  of  the  Library  redecorated  and  an  oil  burner  in- 
stalled. Now  we  have  a  very  pleasant  and  comfortable 
place  to  work  in.  Much  credit  is  due  the  Trustees  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  this  direction  and  I  know  it  must  be 
gratifying  to  them  to  see  the  results.

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

Article  2.     To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  4.     To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of 
the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

SUPERVISORY  UNION  NO.  55 

The  educational  efforts  of  the  Pubhc  Schools  in  Hamp- 
stead  are  directed  toward  the  development  in  each  pupil, 
accordidng  to  his  abilities  and  capacities,  such  habits,  at- 
titudes, knowledge  and  skills  as  will  enable  him  to  live  use- 
fully, successfully  and  happily  in  a  democratic  society.  Our 
schools  accept  the  individual  where  his  is,  as  he  is,  and  pro- 
vide opportunities  for  him  to  develop  to  his  maximum 
growth. 

In  this  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
your  schools  you  vAll  find  details  under  the  following  head- 
ings: Supervisory  Union  No.  55,  Enrollment  and  School 
Census,  Personnel  and  Professional  Improvement,  The  Cur- 
riculum and  Extended  School  Services,  Buildings  and  Phy- 
sical Facilities,  Community  Organizations,  Finances  and 
Conclusion. 

SUPERVISORY  UNION  NO.  55 

Because  of  the  relatively  large  number  of  changes  and 
increases  in  population  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  during 
the  past  few  years,  I  am  taking  this  opportunity  for  the  first 
time,  to  describe  briefly  the  organization  of  this  Supervisory 
Union  (No.  55),  which  includes  the  School  Districts  of 
Hampstead,  Atkinson,  Newton,  Plaistow  and  Salem. 

In  1951,  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  these  districts 
was  $10,079,058,  and  the  total  school  budgets  for  the  1952- 
53  school  year  amounts  to  $414,408.01.  There  are  18  different 
buildings  in  use  for  school  purposes — including  two  high 
schools,  the  Woodbury  High  School  in  Salem  and  the  Hamp- 
stead High  School.  These  18  buildings  accommodate  a  total 
of  1767  pupils.  A  total  of  167  high  school  pupils  are  edu- 
cated by  the  three  districts  not  maintaining  high  schools, 
by  sending  them  neighboring  high  schools. 

The  districts  within  this  Union  employ  70  people,  in- 
cluding the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  teachers,  principals, 
school  nurses,  supervisors,  and  office  personnel.  Other  school 
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personnel,  consisting  of  custodians  and  school  lunch  workers 
make  a  total  of  91  employees  within  the  Supervisory  Union. 

The  School  Boards  of  these  5  districts  meet — as  a  Su- 
pervisory Union  Board — once  during  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber as  prescribed  bj^  law,  to  prepare  a  budget  for  the  follow- 
ing year  (July  1  to  June  30)  of  all  expenses  which  are 
shared  by  these  five  districts,  and  again  in  the  spring  to 
nominate  and  set  the  salary  of  a  superintendent  and  to  em- 
ploy other  personnel  which  work  for  the  Union.  Each  year 
these  boards  meet  at  other  times  to  consider  problems  com- 
mon to  the  group  and  to  promote  better  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  the  children  in  their  areas. 

Expenses  of  the  Supervisory  Union  include  the  salary 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  (a  base  amount  of  $2,275  of 
which  is  paid  by  the  State) ,  the  expense  of  secretarial  help 
and  of  the  Supervisory  Union  office  equipment  and  supplies, 
and  other  salaries  and  expenses  as  approved  by  the  School 
Boards  and  by  the  districts.  The  Supervisory  Union  Board 
apportions  the  total  amount  of  the  Union  Budget  among  the 
five  districts  as  prescribed  by  law,  on  the  following  basis; 
"The  basis  for  the  apportionment  shall  be  one-half  on  the 
average  membershiD  for  the  previous  year  and  one-half  on 
the  last  assessed  valuation  of  the  district."  Another  expense 
of  the  Sunervisory  Union  is  the  salary  of  the  Elementary 
Consultant,  a  position  which  has  been  added  since  the  last 
school  year. 

1.  Chapter  135;  Section  47 — Revised  School  Laws 

To  fill  the  nositinn  of  Elementary  Consultant,  the  Boards 
selected  Miss  Natalie  Hopkins  of  Manchester,  New  Hamp- 
shire. Miss  Hopkins  has  had  experience  in  teaching  various 
grade  combinations  in  public  schools  in  New  Hampshire 
before  she  returned  to  the  Plymouth  Teachers  College  in 
1948  to  complete  requirements  for  the  Bachelors  Degree. 
While  at  Plymouth,  she  served  in  the  teacher  training  school 
of  that  college.  During  1950-52,  she  attended  Columbia 
Teachers  College  and  received  her  Masters  Degree  in  Educa- 
tion. 
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In  addition  to  the  items  mentioned  above  which  are 
common  to  the  whole  Supervisory  Union,  all  district  except 
Salem,  share  in  the  expenses  of  a  school  nurse  and  a  super- 
visor of  vocal  music. 

To  replace  Mrs.  Jessie  Soule,  who  had  served  as  school 
nurse  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  for  13  years  and  who 
accepted  a  full-time  position  in  Salem  as  of  September  1952, 
the  School  Boards  of  Hampstead,  Atkinson,  Newton  and 
Plaistow  employed  Gwendolyn  Curtis  of  Plaistow.  Miss 
Curtis  received  her  training  at  the  Worcester  State  Hospital 
and  the  Boston  City  Hospital  both  in  Massachusetts,  and  has 
done  private  and  special  duty  nursing  during  the  past  21 
years.  She  attended  a  two-week  workshop  for  school  nurse- 
teachers  at  Plymouth  Teachers  College  during  the  past  sum- 
mer, and  received  6  credits  in  public  health  and  school  nurs- 
ing at  the  Plattsburg,  New  York  Teachers  College. 

To  replace  Mrs.  Prudence  Douglas,  who  had  served  for 
the  past  two  years  as  supervisor  of  vocal  music,  the  School 
Boards  of  Hampstead.  Atkinson,  Plaistow  and  Newton 
secured  the  services  of  Carlton  Thorne  of  Medford  Massa- 
chusetts, on  a  basis  of  31/2  days  per  week.  Mr.  Thorne  gradu- 
at-^-d  from  Lowell  Teachers'  College  in  1952  and  had  done 
cadet  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  Lowell  and  Somer- 
ville,  Massachusetts. 

The  Boards  of  Education  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55 
use  their  educational  resources  to  the  imperative  of  build- 
ing a  peaceful  world  by  teaching  and  practicing  democratic 
human  relations  in  the  schools. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  SCHOOL  CENSUS 

As  will  be  noted  from  the  following  tabulations,  school 
enrollment  has  remained  fairly  constant.  School  census  fig- 
ures do  not  indicate  anv  particular  change  in  the  probable 
number  of  children  who  may  be  expected  to  enter  the 
schools  in  Hampsetd  during  the  next  4  years. 

With  the  relative  growth  of  total  and  of  school  popula- 
tion during  the  past  3  years  in  communities  located  between 
Hampstead  and  the  Massachusetts  boundary,  it  might  be  ex- 
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pected  that  Hampstead  would  note  an  increase  within  the 
next  few  years.

PERSONNEL  AND  PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT 

We  have  an  excellent  teaching  in  Hampstead.  Except  for 
a  change  in  the  first  and  second  grade  room,  all  Hampstead 
teachers  returned  to  their  respective  positions.  To  replace 
Mrs.  Margaret  King  in  the  primary  room,  the  School  Board 
selected  Miss  Barbarann  Bean  of  Antrim,  New  Hampshire, 
who  was  graduated  from  Keene  Teachers  College  in  1952. 
Miss  Bean  is  doing  very  creditable  work  as  a  beginning 
teacher. 
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All  Hampstead  teachers  have  continued  to  belong  to 
the  local,  state  and  national  professional  teacher  organiza- 
tion. Several  of  the  Hampstead  teachers  took  advantage 
of  an  extension  course  in  Guidance  which  was  taught  by 
Mr.  John  Radasch,  Director  of  Guidance  with  our  St«:te  De- 
partment of  Education  during  the  latter  part  of  the  1951-52 
school  year.  One  of  our  elementary  teachers  has  just  com- 
pleted a  course  in  Art  Education  which  was  taught  in  Salem 
by  Dr.  Alice  Baumgarner,  the  Director  of  Art  Education 
with  our  State  Department  of  Education,  assisted  by  Mr. 
John  Sawyer,  the  Director  of  Art  in  the  public  schools  of 
Needham,  Massachusetts. 

THE  CURRICULUM  AND  EXTENDED 
SCHOOL  SERVICES 

In  the  elementary  grades  we  continue  to  stress  training 
for  citizenshiv  with  emphasis  on  the  fundamentals,  physical 
welfare  of  the  children,  social  studies  and  elementary 
science.  Since  the  discontinuance  of  an  Art  Supervisor  for 
the  schools,  the  teachers  have  continued  with  art  as  a  part 
of  the  total  offerings,  but  it  would  be  of  value  to  the  esthetic 
lives  of  the  children  to  amploy  an  art  supervisor  when  the 
finances  permit.  Art  Education  provides  an  excellent  op- 
portunity for  self-expression  which  is  so  important  in  the 
modern  educational  picture. 

Although  reports  of  Principal  Greenlaw  and  Miss  Hop- 
kins (El-^mentarv  Consultant)  discuss  in  some  detail  some 
phases  of  teachino-,  audio-visual  aids  and  testing,  it  is  well  to 
emphasize  that  teachers  in  Hampstead  have  had  the  advan- 
tage of  professional  help  in  reading  and  in  testing,  from 
profes'^i'^nal  specialists  provided  by  various  publishers.  Our 
testing  program  has  included  Mental  Maturity,  standardized 
achievement,  general  antitude  and  various  other  subject 
matter  tests.  It  is  throuP'h  these  aids  that  all  school  person- 
nel is  able  to  better  understand  and  therefore  offer  greater 
assistance  to  the  individual  child. 

B0ILDINGS  AND  PHYSICAL  FACILITIES 

The  School  Board  has  maintained   and   improved  the 
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general  condition  of  the  scnool  builaings  during  the  past 
year,  as  a  result  ot  positive  action  taKen  Dy  the  District  on  a 
bpeciai  Article  m  tne  warrant  at  tne  last  Annual  Meeting, 
the  outside  of  the  High  School  building  was  painted  during 
the  past  summer  at  a  cost  of  $640.00. 

As  a  result  of  another  Special  Article  in  the  School  Dis- 
trict Warrant  of  last  March,  $1,560.00  was  made  available  to 
continue  the  development  of  the  basement  area  of  the  new 
gymnasium.  Work  is  practically  complete  on  installation  of 
toilet  facilities  and  partitions  so  that  modern  toilet,  shower, 
and  dressing  room  facilities  will  be  available  to  those  who 
use  the  gymnasium. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  increase  the  size  of  the  electric 
wiring  into  the  shop  to  care  for  the  demands  of  ncreased 
electric-power  equipment.  Since  Mr.  White  recently  select- 
ed and  installed  a  band-saw  from  funds  appropriated  for 
that  purpose,  we  now  have  a  power  grinder,  bench  saw  and 
band-saw  in  the  school  shop. 

In  order  to  make  for  more  uniform  heat  and  to  decrease 
the  amount  of  custodial  work  requred  in  the  high  school 
building,  the  School  Board  has  recently  installed  an  oil 
burner  in  the  furnace  of  that  building.  It  was  possible  tp^ 
purchase  a  slightly  used  but  excellent  burner  (being  dis-^ 
continued  in  the  Pollard  School  in  Plaistow  because  of  a 
total  new  heating  system  in  that  community)  for  $75.00.  It 
might  be  well  to  consider  heating  the  shop  building  from 
the  furnace  in  the  high  school  if  and  when  finances  permit. 

Some  of  the  major  improvements  which  are  now  needed 
are: 

(1)  Paint  exterior  woodwork  on  the  Central  School 
(provisions  are  made  in  Special  Article  in  the  School  Dis- 
trict warrant. 

(2)  Improve  artificial  lighting  in  the  high  school  (es- 
pecially Home  Economics  room)  and  in  the  kitchen  of  the 
Central  School. 

(3)  Replace  Central  School  seats  and  desks  which  re- 
ceived some  damage  when  the  other  school  burned  several 
years  ago,  with  modern  movable  school  furniture. 
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(4)  Replace  antiquated  seats  and  desks  in  the  high 
school  main  room  with  modern  furniture. 

(5)  Cover  the  floors  in  the  high  school  with  asphalt  tile 
or  other  floor  material. 

(6)  Paint  interior  of  the  high  school  building. 

(7)  Install  a  three-compartment  stainless  steel  sink  in 
the  lunchroom  kitchen  in  the  Central  School.  This  particu- 
lar "need"  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  several  times 
by  the  State  Health  Department  and  by  the  State  Super- 
visor of  School  Lunches. 

(8)  Provide  more  custodial  service  for  the  new  audi- 
torium-gymnasium. 

(9)  Provide  a  motion  picture  projector  for  classroom 
use  in  Hampstead  alone;  the  one  now  in  use  has  been  shared 
with  four  other  districts  and  is  now  used  by  Hampstead, 
Salem  and  Newton. 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Hampstead  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues 
to  maintain  a  wholesome  and  positive  interest  in  school 
affairs.  It  is  through  this  organization  that  teachers  and 
parents  have  an  opportunity  to  become  better  acquainted 
and  therefore,  through  a  better  understanding  of  mutual 
problems,  to  more  effectively  work  with  the  children.  The 
Parent-Teacher  Association  has  donated  mats  against  the 
end  walls  of  the  gymnasium  to  prevent  injuries  to  basket- 
ball players. 

The  Greater  Hampstead  Civic  Club  has  maintained 
its  constructive  interest  in  school  affairs  in  general  and 
specifically  has  continued  its  active  participation  in  com- 
pleting the  interior  of  the  new  gymnasium.  The  individuals 
who  have  exerted  so  much  time  and  energy  in  the  con- 
struction and  completion  of  internal  improvements  in  the 
auditorium-gymnasium  should  receive  the  commendations 
of  the  whole  community. 

Mr.  Fred  Fitch  has  donated  a  film-strip  projector  for 
the  use  of  both  schools,  which  is  much  appreciated  and  will 
be  used  to  excellent  advantage. 
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FINANCES 

School  costs,  as  do  most  others,  continue  to  increase. 
It  is  believed  that  all  people  who  are  familiar  with  our 
present  educational  program  will  agree  that  all  district 
monies  are  wisely  spent.  Hampstead  continues  to  spend 
less  per  elementary  pupil  than  most  districts  in  New 
Hampshire. 

"Higher  prices  in  the  past  decade  have  redudced  the 
value  of  the  teacher's  dollar,  just  as  they  have  reduced  the 
value  of  everybody's  dollar.  Two  other  problems,  however, 
are  even  more  acute  for  teachers.  First,  even  before  prices 
began  to  rise,  teachers'  incomes  were  far  below  professional 
levels.  And  second,  the  salaries  of  teachers  have  lagged 
behind  or  barely  kept  pace  with  the  advancing  level  of 
wages  and  salaries  of  other  workers.'" 

Hampstead  received  $1,398.00  in  the  form  of  State  Aid 
to  Education  for  the  current  school  year.  The  amount  of 
State  Aid  which  Hampstead  would  receive  for  the  next  two 
years  is  dependent  upon  the  formula  adopted  by  the  1951 
State  Legislature  and  the  amount  which  may  be  appropri- 
ated by  the  1953  State  Legislature.  A  proposed  bill  requests 
$1,200,000  as  compared  to  the  $600,000  raised  during  each 
of  the  past  two  years. 

The  following  statements  are  taken  from  a  recent  Edu- 
cational Survey  Bulletin — "It  costs  a  lot  of  money  to  run 
the  country's  school  system — about  $6  billion  a  year  for 
operating  expenses  and  buildings.  For  the  nation  as  a  whole, 
the  estimated  expenditures  for  a  pupil  in  average  daily 
attendance  is  $216.  However,  our  nation  spent  three  times 
as  much  last  year  for  alcoholic  beverages,  tobacco  and  cos- 
metics as  for  the  education  of  twenty-five  million  boys  and 
girls  of  school  age.'"" 

The  following  quote  from  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower, 
further  emphasizes  the  need  for  continued  support  of  the 
educational  program — ^"To  neglect  our  school  system  would

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be  a  crime  against  the  future.  Such  neglect  would  well  be 
more  disastrous  to  all  our  freedoms  than  the  most  formid- 
able assault  on  our  physical  defenses.  .  .  .  Where  our 
schools  are  concerned  no  external  threat  can  excuse  neg- 
ligence, no  menace  justify  a  halt  to  progress." 

CONCLUSION 

Looking  at  Education  "Nationwide,"  we  find  that  the 
following  recommendations  may  be  put  into  practice  in  the 
future: 

(1)  More  television  channels  assigned  to  education. 

(2)  More  new  classrooms  to  meet  a  national  shortage 
of  a  half  a  million  instruction  units. 

(3)  More  vocational  programs. 

(4)  Set  up  foreign  language  instruction  in  lower  grades. 

(5)  More  time  for  world  affairs  and  foreign  policy  in 
high  schools. 

^Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board 
and  all  others  with  whom  I  have  worked  to  make  the 
schools  effective.  ''

Courses  of  study  are  offered  in  the  following  curricula: 
Classical,  General,  Home  Economics,  and  Commercial. 

There  were  thirteen  graduates  in  June,  1952.  Four  of 
these  entered  college  or  other  post  secondary  education  and 
training,  four  entered  the  armed  forces,  and  five  are  em- 
ployed in  business  or  industry. 

The  hot  lunch  program  is  operating  satisfactorily  with 
about  145  pupils  receiving  a  nutritious  noon  day  meal  for 
twenty  cents. 

The  Hampstead  Parent  Teachers  Association  has  sup- 
plied the  schools  with  subscriptions  for  magazines  for  this 
school  year. 

Several  excellent  educational  films  have  been  shown  to 
the  pupils.  The  program  has  been  limited  somewhat  due  to 
the  fact  that  use  of  the  supervisory  union  projector  is  re- 
stricted to  one  week  per  month  in  order  to  enable  other 
towns  to  make  use  of  it.  Films  shown  include  those  of  gen- 
eral interest  and  educational  value  and  those  pertaining  to 
specific  subiect  matter  fields.  The  following  titles  are  listed 
to  indicate  the  types  shown:   Mr.  Bell,  Telegonia,  Pageant 
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of  Progress,  Journey  to  Banana  Land,  A  Saga  of  the  Soil, 
The  Light  in  Your  Life,  Kingdom  of  Plastics,  The  Story  of 
Human  Energy,  Why  Young  America  Paints,  Human 
Growth,  and  Zip,  Zip,  Hooray. 

Other  specific  pieces  of  equipment  used  in  Audio- Visual 
Aids  include  the  microscope,  bioscope,  and  film  strip  pro- 
jector. The  bioscope  is  an  instrument  similar  to  a  microscope 
but  not  quite  as  powerful.  The  advantage  of  the  bioscope 
is  that  the  picture  can  be  projected  on  a  screen,  wall,  or 
piece  of  white  paper  or  cardboard  on  a  table  so  that  a  group 
itiay  see  together  rather  than  individually.  The  film  strip 
projector  was  given  to  the  school  by  Mr.  Fitch. 

The  pupils  in  Hampstead  were  fortunate  to  see  the  in- 
augural ceremonies  on  television.  A  Television  set  was  made 
available  in  each  school.  Radios  are  also  available  in  each 
school  every  day. 

The  boys  working  in  the  shop  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Walter  White  have  been  turning  out  many  fine  projects. 
An  exhibition  of  these  projects  is  planned  for  the  spring. 

The  Textiles  and  Clothing  girls  have  also  produced 
many  fine  projects  und?r  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gloria  White. 

The  Senior  Play,  directed  by  Mrs.  Gladys  Dyke  is 
scheduled  for  March  with  rehearsals  being  held  daily. 

Basketball  and  baseball  for  boys  and  basketball  for  girls 
have  been  carried  on  as  usual.  More  than  two  thirds  of  the 
total  enrollment  have  actively  participated  in  these  activi- 
ties 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
and  interest  of  the  teachers,  superintendent,  school  board 
and  members  of  the  com.munity  in  working  wholeheartedly 
and  unselfishly  for  the  welfare  of  Hampstead  youth.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  CONSULTANT 


To  Mr.  Jonathan  A.  Osgood,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual,  report  as  Elementary 
Consultant  of  the  Central  School  in  Hampstead. 

It  is  most  difficult  for  me  to  put  into  words  the  deep 
feeling  of  gratitude  I  have  for  all  the  members  of  our  staff, 
the  children  in  our  schools  and  the  people  of  the  community 
for  so  graciously  making  me  one  of  them. 

The  first  few  months  of  the  school  year,  I  have  spent 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  school,  our  teachers,  our 
children  and  our  parents. 
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It  was  amazing  to  find  so  many  new  and  excellent  text 
books  in  the  hands  of  our  children.  This,  however,  does  not 
mean  that  there  are  a  sufficient  number.  For  example:  the 
basic  readers  in  use  are  one  of  the  best  but  we  need  to  sup- 
plement these  with  others.  It  is  important  to  have  a  variety 
of  reading  books  in  order  to  meet  the  interest  and  reading 
levels  of  all  the  children.  The  interest  variance  is  under- 
standable but  it  must  also  be  realized  that  the  reading 
levels,  in  one  classroom,  may  range  from  one  to  five  years 
either  above  or  below  the  actual  grade  placement.  To  help 
the  children,  there  should  be  in  each  classroom  a  library  of 
easy  to  read  books  for  fun  and  reference  books,  gradated  in 
difficulty,  for  the  content  subjects  such  as  history,  geography 
and  science. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  the  fine  work  being  carried  on  in 
our  classrooms  by  the  teachers  of  Hampstead.  Our  children 
are  working  in  classrooms  where  a  healthy,  happy  and 
friendly  environment  exists.  In  order  to  help  the  teachers 
individualize  their  instruction,  achievement  tests  were  giv- 
en to  all  children,  except  the  first  graders,  in  Hampstead 
during  November.  This  type  test  shows  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  the  pupil's  academic  skills  in  reading, 
languages,  arithmetic,  spelling,  science,  geography  and  his- 
tory. The  results  of  these  tests  indicate  that  not  all  of  our 
children  have  achieved  as  much  as  their  ability  permits. 

The  parents  might  help  by  visiting  school  often  so  that 
there  might  be  a  better  understanding  between  the  parent 
and  the  teacher  and  closer  cooperation  between  the  home 
and  the  school. 

A  test  of  mental  maturity  was  given  to  all  the  fourth 
graders  this  fall.  The  results  of  this  test  helps  us  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  a  child  is  working  up  to  capacity.  Some- 
times, we  as  educators  without  such  helps,  are  likely  to  ex- 
pect more  of  a  child  than  he  is  capable  of  doing,  or  quite  the 
opposite,  we  might  be  satisfied  with  the  results  another 
child  shows  us  when  it  is  far  below  his  potential. 

There  has  been  in  use  in  our  school,  a  Permanent  Re- 
cord sheet  for  each  child  where  pertinent  data  is  kept  for 
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each  child.  In  addition  to  this,  there  has  been  started  a  cumu- 
lative record  folder  for  each  child  where  more  and  varied 
results  of  his  school  career  can  be  kept.  This  should  prove 
beneficial  to  the  present  teacher,  the  teacher  next  in  line, 
the  administrator  and  to  the  child  himself. 

Much  of  my  work  has  been  chatting  with  the  children 
who  have  problems — helping  to  understand  these  problems 
and  trying  to  find  a  solution  for  them.  This  is  carried  fur- 
ther by  talking  with  the  teachers  and  parents  of  these  child- 
ren so  that  they,  too,  may  better  understand  this  child  and 
his  problem. 

Now  that  the  teachers  and  I  are  acquainted,  meetings 
are  being  held  throughout  the  district  to  discuss  topics  such 
as  primary  reading,  intermediate  arithmetic,  spelling  and 
handwriting.  The  discussion  topic  comes  as  a  request  from 
teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

To  Mr.  Jonathan  A.  Osgood,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Music  at  the  Central  School  and  at  the  High  School  in 
Hampstead,  New  Hampshire. 

The  program  of  music  in  the  primary  grades  has  con- 
sisted of  an  abundance  of  rote  songs,  good  singing  habits, 
action  songs,  rhythm  training,  dynamics,  tone  quality,  in- 
terpretation, and  attempts  toward  correction  of  uncertain 
singers.  Grades  two  and  three  along  with  their  rote  singing 
have  worked  on  rote-note  songs  from  the  book  in  prepara- 
tion for  music  reading. 

Because  I  believe  that  the  children  should  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  take  part  in  as  many  phases  of  music  as 
Dossible,  I  have  tried  to  encourage  the  childrens'  interest  in 
instrumental   music    as   well   as   vocal.    Discussions   of   the 
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various  instruments  of  the  orchestra  have  been  held  and, 
in  the  classroom,  the  children  have  seen  and  heard  the  in- 
struments being  played.  They  have  been  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  handle  and  examine  the  different  instruments. 
This  experience  has  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  childrens' 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  music. 

In  the  intermediate  grades  the  vocal  program  has  in- 
cluded rote  singing,  rote-note  singing,  music  reading,  work 
on  expression  and  dynamics,  unison  singing,  two-part  music 
and  folk  songs. 

The  children  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  have 
worked  on  rote  songs,  unison  singing,  some  part  singing,  and 
have  been  introduced  to  elementary  music  theory  and  key- 
board harmony.  The  children's  acquaintance  with  the  fam- 
ous composers  has  been  increased  by  means  of  discussions 
and  listening  programs  which  include  the  works  of  these 
composers. 

Music  for  boys  and  girls  of  High  School  age  is  an  elective 
subject.  The  Hampstead  High  School  Glee  Club  meets  once 
a  week  to  sing  primarily  for  enjoyment  and  appreciation,  at 
the  same  time  working  toward  proper  balance,  improvement 
of  tone  quality,  and  a  good  blend.  Through  the  kind  efforts 
of  Principal  Greenlaw,  the  boys  of  the  school  have  been 
showing  that  their  participation  in  the  glee  club  is  necessary 
to  obtain  these  ends.  I  have  attempted  to  show  the  contri- 
bution of  male  voices  in  three-part  music.  This  year  the 
glee  club  presented  a  program  at  the  Christmas  meeting  of 
the  P.T.A.  and  is  presently  working  toward  its  graduation 
program. 

I'm  sure  that  the  musical  experience  of  the  children 
this  year  has  been  most  valuable.  My  main  objective  has 
been  to  have  the  childrens'  varied  experiences  with  music 
take  an  active  part  in  the  general  education  and  up-bringing. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  thank  Superintendent  Os- 
good, Principal  Greenlaw,  and  all  the  teachers  for  their  co- 
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operation  and  kindness.   It  has  certainly  made  my  initial 
teaching  experience  most  pleasant  and  valuable.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  Mr.  Jonathan  A.  Osgood,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Complete  medical  examinations  are  to  be  given  to  pupils 
in  grades  one,  four,  six,  eight,  ten  and  twelve  this  year,  by 
Dr.  Raymond  Moore,  M.D.  I  feel  this  program  is  of  benefit 
to  the  pupils.  Notification  of  all  defects  found  v^^ill  be  sent 
home  and  any  referral  work  needed  will  be  followed  up. 

Prs-school  round-up  for  children  entering  school  in 
September  was  held  in  June  at  which  time  some  of  the 
children  received  their  innoculations  and  vaccinations,  also 
at  this  time  I  assisted  Mrs.  Soule  to  become  more  acquainted 
with  the  parents  and  children  for  the  future.  The  Principal, 
home  room  teacher  and  nurse  teacher  were  present  to  meet 
the  parents  and  children  and  health  histories  and  regis- 
trations were  taken  at  this  time. 

Routine  visits  were  made  to  all  rooms  to  check  on  con- 
ditions, give  health  talks,  and  instruct  the  pupils  in  posture 
classes  started  this  year,  and  absenteeism. 

The  Supervisory  Union  Districts  with  which  I  work 
are  purchasing  a  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  and  a  Color 
Vision  Tester  this  year,  which  is  being  introduced  into  our 
schools  for  the  first  time.  This  test  is  for  the  fifth  grade  and 
is  a  Color  Blindness  test. 

The  Health  Education  Prof^ram  is  preatly  augmented 
by  the  use  of  audio-visual  material  obtained  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Health.  Films 
such  as  "How  to  Catch  a  Cold"  "Student  Flyer"  "Dental 
Health"  "The  Safest  Way"  "Act  Your  Age"  and  many  others 
were  shown  to  give  a  background  of  clearly  applied  health 
knowledge  and  information  to  pupils  that  they  might  learn 
to  take  responsibilities  in  regards  to  their  own  health  be- 
havior. 
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Many  home  visits  were  made  this  year  to  discuss  physi- 
cal defects  and  other  problems,  to  obtain  a  better  under- 
standing of  what  may  be  accomplished  by  the  health  pro- 
gram in  the  school.  Home  visitations  help  the  parents  and 
nurse-teacher  to  become  better  acquainted  and  build  up  a 
feeling  of  mutual  understanding,  sympathy  and  friendliness 
by  working  together  for  the  welfare  of  the  child. 

The  nurse-teacher  is  no  longer  employed  merely  to  ad- 
minister First  Aid,  check  heights  and  weights,  do  routine 
cursory  examinations.  Visual  and  Hearing  Tests,  assist  the 
Physician  in  medical  examinations,  and  transport  the  sick 
pupils  to  their  homes,  but  works  with  the  Principal,  teach- 
ers and  parents  in  a  close  relationship  for  the  health  of  the 
child.  She  is  often  called  upon  as  an  interpreter  of  the  school 
health  program  and  individual  homes  to  acquaint  the  school 
personnel  with  conditions  in  the  home.  She  is  consulted  by 
pupil,  parent  and  teacher  in  conjunction  with  the  school 
health  program,  home  and  personal  problems. 

It  is  impossible  to  evaluate  the  many  benefits  derived 
from  the  program.  The  benefits  are  often  felt  throughout 
the  life  of  the  pupil. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
fine  cooperation  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Osgood,  Mr. 
Greenlaw,  parents,  teachers  and  local  organizations.  My 
work  would  have  been  quite  futile  without  their  interest 
and  support.
